Austin, 'rexas, Feb. 2.—When the 8tate Ho ard o f Co ntro l cut 
the appro priatio n estimates fro m $39,903,842 to $25,456,586 fo r 
(he two ensuing fiscal y ears and thereby lo pped o ff $14,446,756 
It eliminated inimero us items fro m the departmental, eleemo sy ­ 
nary and educatio nal bills.

.\iistin, Texas, Feb. 2.—All parties at isterest bave aptreeii 
o n the bill to establish the West Texas Agricultural ar;d Military 
Co llege and the bill is to be o ffered in co mmittee as a snbsii« ute 
fo r the measure o riginally presented and to which there has been 
mo re o r less o bjectio n. The agreed bill was drawn by the West 
Texas members o f the legislature who co mpo se the steering co m­ 
mittee fo r that sectio n o f Texas and has the sanctio n o f the A. 
& M. Co llege autho rities. This fact became kno wn to day when 
Dr. W. B. Bizzell, president o f the Co Uege, and six niemh 
o f 
the directo rs met in Austin. They o ppo sed the previo us pro po si­ 
tio ns, but no w with their appro val the agreed bill is exp^fi.-d to 
have co mparatively easy sailing in the legislature 
DIRECTOR PROVISION WAIVED. 
One impo rtant change in the new* bOl is the entire elimu.a- 
tio n o f the pro visio n requiring the Go verno r to appo int fo tir o f 
the nine directo rs o f- the A. & M. Co llege fro m the secrio n w * -t o f 
the 98th meridian. This was o bjectio nable to the A. & M. Co llege 
and, with it withdrawn, the Go verno r will, as in the past, select 
the directo rs as he pleases. With the establishment o f the branch 
in West Texas, the West Texans believe the Go verno r will give 
that part o f the state adequate representatio n o n the bo ard o f di­ 
recto rs.

No appro priatio n fo r buildings is made. That is left to thf* 
next legislature. A to tal o f $51,500 is carried in the b UB Of that 
amo unt, $50,000 is to be used fo r buy ing land fo r the co llege site 
and $1,500 fo r expenses fo r the lo cating co mmissio n.

any are unable to serve the Go verno r is empo w'ered to fill the 
vacancies. 
They are to receive no co mpensatio n, but their ex­ 
penses w'hile at wo rk are to be paid by the state. 
TO SELECT 640-ACRE TRACT. 
In making the lo catio n the co mmissio n is required to select 
a site o f no t less than 640 acres situated in o ne bo dy and it ift 
pro vided that the co mmissio n is no t to be infiueaced by gifts o r 
bo nuses. Ho wever, it is easily anticipated that the site will be 
do nated wherever the co llege is lo cated. 
Agriculture is to be taught, also military tactics including 
training m cavairj*. Electrical and mechanical engineering are 
no t to be included in the curriculum, 
except 
in 
preparato ry * 
co urses. The bo ard o f directo rs o f the A. & M. Co llege is given 
full po wer to prescribe all co urses at the branch scho o l as w’ell 
as entire co ntro l o ver its o peratio n. 
A plea fo r the establishment o f the co llege is co ntained in the 
emergency clause o f the bill which, in its justificatio n fo r rule 
suspensio n, say s “ the impo rtance o f the early establishment o f 
an agricultural and military co llege in the semi-arid regio n o f 
V\ est Texas, o wing to the lack o f higher educatio nal facilities fo r 
y o ung men in that po rtio n o f Texas, and the diversity o f so il 
and climate w'hich requires special study , experiment and special 
instructio n w’hich can no t be pro vided by the existing A . <Sr M. 
Co llege at Bry an, as w*ell as the great distance and expense o f 
travel necessary fo r students fro m West Texas to receive instruc­ 
tio n at the A. & M. Co llege at Bry an, rendering it impo ssible fo r 
many deserving y o ung bo y s o f West Texas to have the benefit 
Of the excellent instructio n o ffered there, creates the emergency 
fo r the passage o f the bill.”

Washington, Feb. 31.—The post of 
Governor General of the Philippines 
has been offered to General Wood by 
President-Elect Harding and declin­ 
ed, according to information coming 
from some of General Wood’s close 
friends. 
It is said to have been re­ 
ported at 
the time that General 
W’ood’s success in Cuba made him the 
best available man to govern the 
Philippines and to work out the prob­ 
lems incident to 
independence, 
m 
event that course is adopted by the 
new Congress. 
There has been an insistent de­ 
mand from some sections of the coun­ 
try, particularly in the East, for ap­ 
pointment of General Wood as a mem­ 
ber of the cabinet, as a mark of rec­ 
ognition for the Progressive element 
of the party. 
At the outset the g os­ 
sip began associating the Major Gen­ 
eral’s name with the war portfolio, 
and was only stopped 
by 
the 
an­ 
nouncement 
of the 
President-elect 
that he thought the secretary of war 
ought to be a man in civil life, but 
who had military ex perience. 
It has 
been pointed out that the large rna- 
jority received by Senator Harding 
last November was not a Republican 
majority, but rather made up of ele­ 
ments in protest, and that, sooner or 
later, it would begin to disintegrate.

When the charge was made on the 
floor that such was the motive actuat­ 
ing opposition to the resolution, it w as 
denied for obvious reasons. No mem­ 
ber wants his constituents to read in 
the newspapers that he holds 
such 
opinion of them. 
But several of the 
leading members of the house ad­ 
mitted privately that such was their 
reasons for opposing the resolution. 
On a test vote taken just before ad­ 
journment 
yesterday 
afternoon 
to 
strike out 
the enacting clause 
(to 
kill the resolution), the motion lost 
by a vote of 62 to 57, leaving 
the 
resolution still on the calendar of 
the house, after having been debated 
all day yesterday. 
Want New Constitution. 
There is no doubt but a clear ma- 
p rity of the members of the house 
want to see the constitution, rew rit­ 
ten. 
During the last eight 
or IO 
years an increasing number of con­ 
stitutional amendments are subm it­ 
ted by each succeeding legislature 
and the elections on any two of these 
cost enough to pay for a convention. 
The present constitution was written 
1876- 
“>I will be perfectly frank,” said 
one member to 
the 
Chronicle 
cor­ 
respondent. 
“If an election is held 
to select delegates to a constitution­ 
al convention the people will pay but 
little attention to the election or se­ 
lection of delegates. 
As a result the 
corporations will elect the men who 
will write the new constitution. 
It 
may be that after this readjustment 
is over and things ore 
normal 
we 
might have a convention, but I am 
opposed to it now. 
The people 
do 
not take any interest in elections on 
constitutional 
amendments, 
so 
we 
could not expect them to he interest­ 
ed in the selection of delegates. I 
am heartily in favor of writing the 
constitution, but frankly, I am afraid 
to trust the people to select the men 
who will rewrite it.” 
One member declared he was afraid 
for the people to elect delegates to 
the convention and then if they didthat 
the people might adopt a bad constitu­ 
tion. There are now about fifty prop­ 
ositions pending in the legislature to 
amend the constitution and upon mo­ 
tion of Davis of Dallas, chairman of 
constitutional amendments.
